Along the 
railway line the Leduc and northern 
part of {Wetaskiwin districts seem to 
be furthest! ahead in stacking. 

Threshing .wil! be general through- 
out. the (Edmonton district this week. 
A\ start! was made ‘ast week, and the 
returns were above expectations. There 
is a Manger of the grain: being stacked 
and: threshed Wwhile somewhat damp, 
as people ate impatient and fear a re- 
currence of bed weather. 

Sales of binder twine are about over. 
There wasno scarcity and some dealers 
have a considerable amount on hand. 
but sales were considerably larger than 
last season, indicating a satisfactory 
increase in crop.

THE HOG BUSINESS IN ALBERTA 


Nor’-West' Farmer. 

There is every prospect of a large 
increzse im the raising of hogs in Al- 
berta. {Up to ithe past two or three 
years the amount of pork raised in this 
part of the ‘Larritories has been very 
small, and ie supply at almost! every 
point; was not equal ‘othelocal de- 


mand. Not much enthusiasm was felt 
ad to the hog-raising branch of farm- 
ing, and {very few farmers could see 
any money in pigs. Probably a¢ that 
lime tb's @jinion was nat very far 
astray, and there was but litila ta be 
madé,out Of this kind of stock. The 
market’ wasa yurely local one, and few 
farmers} cared to hazard very much 
upon the ruicing of a product in which 
no regularexport business had been es- 
tablished. are 

_ Now, however, “this order of things 
is fastipassing away. The fact that a 
ready market for atl surplus pork is 
waiting, and that a larger remunera- 
tive and permanent export business 
may, easily be established is becomiriy 
more and more patent, and according- 
ly a flarge increase in hog-raising may 
‘be looked. fior. 

An investigation of the hog business 
in Alberta, is vather interesting. In 
Southern Alberta but very few hogs 
arq kept, and there is much; more in- 
clination to feed the smal] amount of 
grain raised co horses and cattle rather 
than add hogs to the list of Consumers. 
Buti in Northern Alberta the condi- 
tions are different, and the amount of 
feed| for hogs which may be produced 
is limite 4 only by the amount of land 
under cultivation. For this and other 
reasons not necessary here to enumer- 
ate, the raising of bogs offers induce- 
ments depending pnly upon market 
conditions| which the future may hold 
in store. . } ow 

The remarkable thing about the 
situation at present is that while Ed- 
nenton and Btrathcoma, at the ex- 
ireme end of the line, are at present 
exporting bogs ‘and bacon in a large 
wayg a2 mumber of points which are 
closer tc the market, and where quite 
asd grea‘, or even greater, natural in- 
ducements tofhog-raising exist, are im- 
porting more pork during the year 
than they send out. And here some of 
the anomalies of market supply and 
demand show themselves. At Ed- 
monton end Ptrathcona vome years 
ago the Gallagher-Hull Co. commenced 
ini the pork packing business, and find- 
ing a ‘ready demand for their hog pro- 
ducts, they were able to assure the 
farmers of a steady and ceitain ,mar- 
ket for whatever hogs might be raised. 
The result fhas been that farmers of 
that district thave of late years been 
going inte perk-raising On an increas- 
ing scale, and, besides, some ranches 
close. to ‘he sister towns have been 
operated. for jhog-raising exclusively. 
That] the Edmonton farmers have 
found swipe-raisiug ¢rofitablo may be 
pretty conclusively inferred from the 
fact’ that during the past year ‘the 
company referred, to has packed three 
times as many hogs as iv any previous 
year. They have during the past 12 
months dov'icd the eapacity of their 
«packing house, but in a recent inter- 
view with them) a Farmer representa- 
tive wasfssured that they still cannot 
get enough hogs to susply the market 
demands with which they are faced. 
Just «as to the number of hogs thus 
packed locally we have no figures, but 
the advantage to farmers of producing 
largely comes into evidence in the fact 
that! a local exporter, J. J. Duggan, has 
during less than four months of this 
season deen able to ship away eighteen 
or twenty carloads of live hogs, each 
carload of which would bring intof the 
district about 1$1,250. 

in direct reverse to this lively condi- 
tion. of (the hog busi: ess of the end of 
the line, we are assured by butchers at 
other points closer to Calgary that the 
number of hogs as yet being raised is 
not large enough to supply the Jocal de- 
mand, and One firm even showed the 
writer invoices for over $500 worth of 
pork and bacon a ecg in less than a 
month aud a half this season. This 
firm assures us that during the past 
year ihey have sent away about $2,800 
for pork (and bacofa which they have 
not been fable to get from the farmers. 

And now for the “nigger in the 
fence’ —or, to be more precise, ‘the 
“niggers in the fence,” for in this case 
more than one “nigger” is present. 
‘One of {he causes of this unbalanced 
condition of aftairs is the cést of local 
shipments. The rate for shipping hogs 
from local points to the end of the 
branch is something like one-fifth of 
a cent per pound. The local packer 
claims that when this is added to other 
costs of bringing in bogs from outside 
points it! raises the expense ta him’ to 
close to half a cent per pound, which 
at lose figures would make a differ- 
enca between gprefit arid logs in hog 
raising. This means that almost all 
off the live hogs exported from the C. 
&) E. line have to be shipped . through 
int British Columbia before killing 
in order to secure the proportionately 
much better long distance rate of less 
than half a ceat a pound from Edman- 
ton to Nelson, Yet it is manifest that 
the best int-rests of the trade demand 
that the pig be killed in Alberta, rath- 
er than He taken so mauy_ hundreds of 
miles before slaughtering. 

Another fact worth . noting. The 
fact that a buyer is able to send away 
so many tarloids of hogs from Strath- 
cona, where the local demand id com- 
paratively good, while at the same time 
nobody has as yet. been able iq eStab- 
lish a wegular satisfactory shipping 
business irom points further down the 
line, provesithat a shipping market be- 
comes more certainly established arid 
more satisfactory to the producer ac- 
cording as fihe quaotity of produce of- 
fered is increased. 

To Lbose who fear that the PB. C. 
market) may be glutted, it may bd of 
interest to quote from one of thea cor- 
respondents inthe Farmer of July 20th 
that last year $327,000 worth of bacon 
and hams'’were brougit into B.C. from 
the! United, States. 

We are assured at all Northern A)- 
berta points that.a live interest is felt 
amongst the farmers as to the question 
of ‘hog \raising, and that the rumber 
of pigson each farm is steadily on the 
increase. It is to be hoped tha when 
thig movement provides an available 
surplus at each town! the conditions 
may be ‘met by eitber satisfactory 
local packing facilities or freight rates 
which will constantly ensure the pos- 
sibility of (goud. prices. When farmers 
become convi'ced that hogs are a sat- 
isfactory cash airticle twelve menths 
in the year, the amount of pork raised 
will increase very rapidly. 

Begardi the hog required, the 
packers at. ton describe him as 
a “choice, long-sided hog of about 225 
‘Tbs.y and, of mixed meat, preferably 
showing a dask of Tamworth or York- 
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shire breeding.”

ANTHRAX. 

Prof, ‘McEachren was recently in- 
terviewed, by the Free Press on ithe 
outbreak of anthrax amomg sheep at 
Swift) Current and vicini*‘y. He said 
that every measure was being taken 
tq. avert the progress of the disease 
by quarantining the infected area. 
and by vaccinating the bands affected 
or likely to be affected. Some 14,000 
head. He Said to the Free Press: 


This has had the affect of arresting 
the mortality, not, entirely to be sure; 
for) under the most favorable circum- 
stances, a loss of 4 or 5 per cent, jis 
usually expected, but in this case, from 
some as yet unascertained cause in 
cpnnection with the manufacture or 
preservation of the vaccire, the mor- 
tality has exceeded this-—-but the dis- 
ease is completely under control now. 


“What is the nature of the disease ?” 
was jasked of the doctor. 

“Everyone has read of Pasteur, the 
great French scientist. Yes, well, he 
made his great reputation by discover- 
ing that animals could be rendered im- 
mune from this disease by innoculat- 
ing them with alternated virus pro- 
duced by cultures of the rod-shaped 
bacteria, which are the active agents 
in its production.” 

“How attenuated?” 

“By taking test tubes filled with! a 
boulion and innoculating, No. 1 witha 
rod dipped in anthrax blood; No. 2 from 
No.l, Noa. 3 from No. 2,. and so on till 
it, will cease to kill rabbits innoculat- 
ed with it. He found that by using as 
first vaccine the weak nature, and sub- 
sequently using a stronger one it -pro- 
duced immunity from ordinary sources 
off infe‘tion. This is the vaccination 
which we are employing. It is ob- 
tained in part from the Pasteur In- 
stitute, Chicago, and from Parke- 
Davis & Co., Detroit.” 

“How! do the bacteria enter the 
bodies of animals, and how do they 
produce death ?”’ inquired the scribe. 

“This is ar interesting scientific sub- 
ject, which may not interest your read- 
ers. First, let me explain that they 
are micro onganisms, which require a 
knowleage of laboratory experience 
and, methods to discover. They are 
rod-shapedr and produce innumerable 
spores, from which, lig a ferment, 
they multiply. They sre acrobic and 
absorb the oxygen from the hleod, 
thus rendering it unfit to suy:port life, 
and the animal dies suddenly, as_ if 
struck by lightning. Usually no 
symptoms are observable before death; 
they are found dead; consequently it 
is an incurable disease. The spores of 
this bacillus are almost indestructable. 
They sporulate in the ground, and will 
‘survive summer’s heat or winter's 
cold, and may be brought to ‘the sur- 
face even fifty years after the ani- 
mal died, getting ov to the grasses, 
are eaten, and produce the disease. The 
great source of anthrax is herbage

Besides, in the present case, 
all movement is prohibited, and the 
quarantine is enforced by the N. W. 
M. P. Arrests have beem made and 
animals quatastined and innoculated 
for attempting to be driven across the 
infected area.”

Theodore Roosevelt, 26th president 
of the United States, wis bora in New 
York, October 27th, 1458. His father, 
who died in 1879, wes for mauy years 
an influential regablican, but his 
uncle, Robert B. Roosevelt, was equal- 
ly influetial in democratic politics. 
Theodore Reosevelt himself is a life- 
long republican, uithough he is not 
what is Known as a machine man. 
Indeed, his independent manner ,of 
thinkivpg and speakiog has more than 
once em'roiled him with the party, 
but Roosevelt bas always had the 
courage of Lis convictions, and was 
mever afraid to express what he felt. 
He inherited independent means: and 
his family is oue of tie oldest of New 
York’s aristocracy. His ancestors 
were amongs*: the founders of New 
Amsterdam, now, New York. 


As a young man Roosevelt graduat- 
ed from Harvard in 1880, and then 
entered Colum ia law scuool. In 1881 
he was nomipated for the assembly in 
the Zist district of New York city, 
was elected by a handsome majority, 
and soon became one of the republi- 
can leaders. In 1886 Mr. Roosevelt 
was mominated for mayor of New 
York by the republicans, and yan 
against Abram S. Hewitt, democrat, 
and Henry George, the labor candi- 
date. He was badly beaten in, this 
three-cornered contest, and for a time 
kept out of polilics, and turned his 
attentior to liicrature. Early in May, 
1889, President Harrison appointed 
him a civil service commissioner, and. 
he continued in vifice under Presi- 
cent Cleveland, resigning in 1895 to 
become presiGent of the police com- 
missioners of New York. He did re- 
markable work in rcforming the de- 
partment, which, unjer Tammany in- 
iluences, had become uiter}y demor- 
alized and corrupt. It was his habit 
ta waik about the city at night and 
im the early morning, to see tor him- 
self how the officers were attending io 
their cuties. He kept up this work 
for several weeks, and the police of 
New York suddenly found them- 
selves atlendiag to business, 

In tkis position Mr. Roosevelt served 
two years, and then resigned, to ac- 
cept the post of assistant secretary of 
the navy, offered to him by President 
McKinley. When the war with Spain 
broke out Mr. Rooseveit recigned his 
latest appointment because he wanted 
to join the army and go to Cuba. His 
explanatioa to iriends for his action 
was that he had done as much as any- 
one to bring on the war, and when war 
was declared he had no right to ask 
others to do the fighting and stay, at 
home himself. 

Mr. Roosevelt orgeniz-d the volun- 
teer cavalry that bas gone into his- 
tory as the “Rough Riders,” a body 
comprising mea oi every creed, rank 
and profession, and which made a 
record for itscl{ in the Cuban war. 
Rowsevelt was the lieuteyant-colouel. 
and ‘ed in the celebrated charge up 
San Juan hill. He made himself ex- 
ceedingly popular with his men, for he 
shared their dangers and discomforts, 
so much so that “they swore by 
Teddy.” ry 

In 1898 Mr. Roosevelt was selected 
governor of New Yerk state, and at 
the time this was considered by many 
as but a stepping stoue to the presi- 
dency of the United States. His career 
here was characterized »y the same 
vim and energy and c&sire for reform 
that had stamved his administration 
in other offices, although the results 
were perhaps not very marked. At the 
presidertial nominating convention he 
was agai: “the man on horseback,” 
and almost in spite of himself was 
placed in somination as vice-presi- 
dent. During the campaign he pass- 
ed through the west on a speaking 
tour, "and became known as “the 
cyclone.” . ‘ 

Apart from his political and war- 
like exploits, and his prowess as a bhun- 
ter, the presiden* is gu autbor of some 
prominence, his hterary contributions 
including a “History of the Naval War 
of 1812"; 1886, “Life of Thomas H. 
Benton,” in the American Statesman 
series; 1887, “Life of Gouverneur Mor- 
ris”; 1888, “Ranch Life and the Hunt- 
ing Trail”; 18¢9, “The Winning of the 
West,” first ‘wo voiumes, called his 
magnum c-us; 1890, “History of New 
York City”; 1892, “Eseeys on Practical 
Politics’; 1893, “The Wilderness Hunt- 
er”; 1894, third colume of “The Win- 
ning of the West”; Hero Tales from 
American History.” He has, besides, 


written numerous articles for the 
periodicals.

The system’ fiow consists of 10,333 
miles, of ‘which 7,563 miles is includ- 
ed in fhe company’s traffic returns, 
732 miles es to other compan- 
ies, but operated by the ~Canadian 
Pacific, 60 miles is under construc- 
tion, and 11,977 miles is that of other 
lines controlled iby the company. 

The) earnings during the twelve 
months of the charter year, ending 
June 30, were $30,855,203. For the 
last, full year for which there re 
returns, that ending with December, 
1899, the gross earnings were _ $29,- 
p30,028. The working expenses ~ were 
in 1899 $16,999,872, and in the twelve 
months ¢overed hy the report,. $18,- 
745, 828, leaving the pet earnings 
$12,230,165. for 1899, and  _$12,109,- 
$75 for 1900-1901. 

The increase ia the cost of wages, 
material, etc., has been greater than 
the growth of the earnings, a state 
of affairs that other systems have 
also had ‘to face. The showing ‘in 
the face of the fact that; in a large 
part of the country served by the 
road) the crops were a*failure. is 
quite satisfactory. ie 

After meeting 4il obligations there 
was left fa balance sufficient to pro- 
vide preference fin stock dividends of 
four per cent, with a dividend of five 
per cent. to common stockholders, and 
to carry forward a fair addition ‘to 
the surplus.
